German Policy 
Outlined By New 
Foreign Minister 


COPENHAGEN, Jan. 4.— Couni 
von Brockdorff-Rantzau, the new 
German foreign minister lins is­ 
sued a s ta te m e n t outlining 
his 
policy but it has not yet reached 
Copenhagen. 
From com m ent in 
the Tageblatt of Berlin however, 
it appears t h a t he declared "that 
Germany m u s t not yield to every 
peace condition proponents may 
wish to dictae. The Tageblatt a d ­ 
heres to th e ministers’ point of 
view and says: 
"No peace must be signed which 
differs by th e breath of a hair 
from the principles of President 
Wilson’s fourteen points 
which 
Germany has accepted and the en­ 
tente willingly, or unwillingly has 
signed. 
The T ag eb latt then 
discusses 
Germany’s 
delusions 'before tile 
war and says these were fed by a 
“ fatal 
propaganda which 
drove 
America into the war and lead 
into the inevitble catastrophe. 
“It is necessary,” 
th e paper 
continues, “ to avoid the self de­ 
ception of 
whbTi the 
minister 
speaks, hut It is not. necessary to 
plunge m a d ly into self humilia­ 
tion. 
Continuous 
lamentations 
and half-hearted weakness must 
leave the e ntente to see that th e 
German people have no will of 
thtr own and may bend under any 
yoke of slavery. Thus bereft of its 
most. valuable 
territories, 
Ger­ 
many m ieht be held down in con­ 
tinuous impotence. 
"We reg a rd if as urgently necos 
sarv that 
Germany should con 
vince the world of her firm will 
and loyalty to realize President 
Wilson’s peace, but not to accept 
any other, especially that of Pre 
mier Clemenceau. Minister Brock - 
dorff R antzau has said this with 
a plainness and a frankness which 
the German policy too long has 
been lacking 
He rejects a peace 
of violence, destruction and su b­ 
jection despite the serious crisis 
in Germany. The people will back 
him up.
